It will 
destroy red and black ants, cock- 
roaches, spiders, chintz-bugs, and 
all the crawling pests which infest 
our houses. Take two pounds of 
,lum, and dissolve it in three or 
bur quarts of boiling water ; let it 
stand on the fire until the alum dis- 
appears ; then apply it with a brush, 
while nearly boiling hot, to every 
oint and crevice in your closets, 
Dedsteads, pantry-shelves, and the 
ike. 
Brash the crevices in the 


loor of the skirting or mop-boards, 
if you suspect that they harbor ver- 
min. If, in whitewashing a ceiling, 
)lenty of alum is added to the lime, 
't will also serve to keep insects at 
i distance. 
Cockroaches will flee 


;he paint which has been washed in 
cool alum-water. 
Sugar-barrels 


and boxes can be freed from ants 
ay drawing a wide chalk-mark, 
ust round the edge of the top of 
;hem. The mark must be unbroken 
or they will crawl over it; but a 
continuous chalk-mark, half an inch 
in width, will set their depredations 
at naught. Powdered alum or borax 
will keep the chintz-bugs at a re- 
spectable distance, and travelers 
should always carry a package of it 
in their hand-bags to scatter over 
and under their pillows in places 
where they have reason to suspect 
the presence of such bed-fellows.

ItEPUBLICAN 
PLATFORM. 


We, the delegated representatives ol the 
Republican party or Illinois, declare the 
following to be substantially our political 


1. That emauclpatlon and enfranchise- 
ment baring been secured bytlieThlrteenth

Immediate cancellation of any portion of 
snch Treasury notes. 
8. That the laws for the establishment of 
national baiiko having secured to the States 
and Territories the best system of bank cir- 
culation ever before anorded tho people, it 
should be no longer confined to a privileged 
class, but should bo free to nil alike, under 
general and equal laws, the aggregate vol- 
ume of currency to be regulated by the uu-
